When Romulus schools officials finished 
the all-important head count on Sept 26, 
the results were good for the district 

Schools Superintendent Carl Weiss said 
that the district lost only .03 percent of the 
student body, or 13 pupils, from the 2007-08 
totals. That brings the enrollment to 4,315 
students from 4,328 in 2006. 

“We regard this result to be very good 
when you consider the state of the economy 
and the losses suffered by the districts 
around us,” Weiss said Tuesday. 

“When you look at Taylor, they lost stu¬ 
dents. Wayne-Westland lost hundreds of stu¬ 
dents, and Van Buren lost about 75,” he said. 
“If it were just us that lost a handful of stu¬ 
dents, it would be different” 

The district receives about $8,400 in per- 
student funding from the state for each 
child enrolled, which means it will lose

about $109,000 in funding this year. Weiss 
said the loss sounds like a lot of money, but 
it’s nominal in the $43 million district bud¬ 
get 

Before count day, district officials were 
unsure what to expect of enrollment When 
school board members approved the budget 
several months ago, a contingency plan was 


put into place that would be implemented if 
250 students were lost 

Though that prospect did not material¬ 
ize, the district is still in financial straits. As 
part of the budget, several educators and 
support personnel had to be laid off, but 
many have been called back. 

The reason the district did not suffer 
more severe losses is because of Schools of 
Choice - a state program it began participat¬ 
ing in two years ago that allows a district to 
enroll out-of-district students, officials said. 

“The (in-district) enrollment would have 
gone down if not for the schools of choice,” 
Weiss said. “It’s not a good trend, but we 
have to realize that people are moving out 
of this part of Wayne County. It’s going to 
affect school districts eventually.” 

This year, 100 students were enrolled 
through schools of choice, mostly at the ele¬ 
mentary school level. Last year, 35 were

GM butterfly garden flies high

The employees at the 
General Motors Engine Plant 
have butterflies, and not for 
the reason some may think. 

The Romulus Engine 
Environmental organization, 
which was formed to find 
ways to encourage conserva¬ 
tion and provide a better envi¬ 
ronment within manufactur¬ 
ing settings, has built a butter¬ 
fly garden at the Ecorse Road 
facility in an attempt to gain 
recognition as a Wildlife 
Habitat Council (WHC) 
Wildlife at Work certified site. 


Lisa Parks, an environmen¬ 
tal engineer at the facility, 
said her group has worked for 
several weeks to implement 
the garden on a parcel of land 
the company was paying to 
mow. 

“We created the garden to 
gain some recognition and 
support environmental 
issues,” said Parks. “Other 
GM plants had implemented 
programs throughout the 
company, and we thought we 
had a good opportunity here.” 

The WHC is an organiza¬ 
tion that helps large landown¬ 
ers, particularly corporations, 
manage their unused lands in 


an ecologically sensitive man¬ 
ner for the benefit of wildlife 
and offers certifications for 
those that apply. To gain that 
designation, employees will 
monitor the types of butter¬ 
flies and the natural habitat 
created at the garden during 
the seasonable months, said 
Parks. 

Parks and several other 
GM-Romulus volunteers were 
required to have the plantings 
in the ground by July 31 in 
order to be eligible for the 
August 2008 certification 
application deadline. The

Kindergarten students 
learn to speak Chinese

In Cherry Liu’s kindergarten class¬ 
room at Tyler Elementary School, every¬ 
thing is foreign because almost every¬ 
thing is in the Chinese language. 

As part of the new pilot program in 
the Van Buren Public School District, 
children receive the opportunity to learn 
a foreign language in the Chinese 
Immersion program. 

“It’s all Michigan Grade Level content 
expectations, so when you’re teaching 
numbers, you’re teaching it in both 
English and Chinese,” said Barb Santo, 
principal at Tyler Elementary in 
Belleville: 

In immersion programs, students 
aren’t taught the second language, but 
they acquire it in the same way a child 
learns a first language: through experi¬ 
ence. Students are taught all the same. 
subjects expected in any program with 
the addition of Chinese Language Arts. 
The main difference is half of the 
instruction is in Chinese, according to 
officials. 

“It seems to be the language of the 
business world and it gives the kids that 
leg-up,” said Santo. 

This is the first year for the Chinese 
Immersion, which includes about 40 stu¬ 
dents. Parents have the option to enroll 
their children in the program and, so far, 
there’s been an overwhelming response, 
Santo said. 

“I have parents that drive-in from 
Saline,” she said. ‘They’re pleased and 
they’ve even offered to help.” 

Last week, students were busy learn¬ 
ing numbers, shapes, Chinese songs, like 
the rabbit and the wolf, how to write 
their name in Chinese and the Chinese 


Festival. Most is taught through song and 
dance. 

“For some of them, this is the first 
time they’ve ever even heard Chinese, 
but in the classroom they get engaged 
and learn it,” said Liu. “It’s a lot of 
games, a lot of role playing and singing, 
too.” 

Lui, who came to the United States in 
August, said the program is unique 
because the children can leam the lan¬ 
guage more here—something they could¬ 
n’t necessarily do in China. 

“They can’t just go to China and leam 
the language,” she said. ‘This is that real 
opportunity for them. 

“They’re doing great,” Lui added. 
“The first day of class most of them could 
speak Chinese, it’s amazing They’re all 
interested in learning the language.”

The condition of the state 
economy was a major factor in 
the reduced number of bidders 
seeking foreclosed properties 
this year, officials said.

The day after pigs fly 

There was a strange scene in the City of Plymouth on Monday night 

A wind-up flying pig—flapping wings and all—could be seen hovering 
over a few locations and a score of the stuffed pink things decorated City 
Manager Paul Sincock’s desk 

Both were in celebration of the closing of the sale on the old Bathey 
property, a run down, vacant landmark that has vexed the city for 
decades. Our first Plymouth paper—more than seven years ago—predict¬ 
ed a settlement in the tax delinquency case. Now it has finally been sold 
for development, bolstering the fund balance and brightening the future 
of that land-locked community. 

This deal has been pending for so long, many quipped that it would 
only be finalized, well, when pigs flew. 

Then, Tuesday morning, State Rep. Marc Corriveau hosted a press 
conference in front of Central Middle School in Plymouth with Jim Ryan, 
superintendent of the Plymouth-Canton School District, and representa¬ 
tives from the Wayne-Westland and Northville school districts, too. The 
purpose, according to the press release we received, was for the educa¬ 
tion community to praise him for his budget vote. 

Sure enough, platitudes were spoken, backs were patted, hands shook 
and, as the Monty Python group might say: ‘There was much rejoicing’ 

Well, this must be a first: a legislator calling a press conference for 
(barely) doing his job. 

Approving a balanced budget is the one thing the Michigan constitu¬ 
tion requires of our state lawmakers. The Democrats have controlled the 
House all year, and yet they couldn’t get anything approved until it 
became evident that the government would have to shut down. Even 
then, they only avoided it by passing one of the largest tax increases in 
Michigan history, both through a jump in the personal income tax and by 
spreading a sales tax to what can best be described as an eclectic group 
of services. 

We doubt there will be similar press conferences taking place in front 
of palm reading shops, or much gratitude coming from those who post or 
peruse advertisements for escort services. 

It’s a foregone conclusion that there won’t be any press conferences in 
restrooms—either the ones at freeway rest stops that nearly had to close 
or the ones where ‘rest-room operation services’ will now be taxed. And 
whatexactly is a restroom operation service, anyway? 

It’s not a janitorial service—that falls under a different category, 
according to the list passed out by the state. But those services—which 
many cash-strapped districts are looking at privatizing to save money- 
just got more expensive, too. School officials aren’t sure yet if they’ll have 
to pay the tax on those services, should it come to that 

Corriveau voted against the sales tax portion of the budget ‘solution’ 
because he said he didn’t agree with the types of services or know how 
the list originated. 

But let’s be serious. There’s nothing to celebrate here. There are no 
accolades—real or imagined—that should be handed out Legislators 
forced this make-believe, 11th hour drama and now they are toasting the 
concept of politics before progress. Yippee! 

Just wait until Plymouth and Northville residents get the new bill for 
their landscaping services—which are now subject to a 6 percent sales 
tax. We know of people who spend more on their landscaping than many 
people make in a month. 

We hope this tax won’t hurt ‘Wild’ Bill Copland—the hardest working 
man we’ve ever seen in Wayne—his landscaping business or his cus¬ 
tomers, either 

Or when financial advisors start adding that tax to their fees. 

Add that to the new tax bills the mostly affluent people in Corriveau’s 
prime communities will receive; they’ll be hit doubly hard. Do you think 
anyone will still be willing to thank him or any other of the legislators 
responsible for this last-minute ‘victory’? 

Only if those flying pigs are still around.... 
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Here’s a real disconnect 


I expected two things when I went to the Wayne 
2020 Committee meeting last Wednesday: fire¬ 
works and a crowd. 

I didn’t see either. 

It was the first meeting of the group since their 
memo to the city council requesting a resolution 
to focus on downtown revitalization didn’t find 
enough support to go for a vote. Based on that 
alone and the allegedly concerned discussion 
since then, I thought some members of the council 
or city administration might show up. 

Nope. Just one of the committee’s liaisons, 
myself and Mathew Mullholland—but he’s run¬ 
ning for council, so his presence was excused. 

What I did see was a real disconnect between 
the committee and the council, a rift that was glar¬ 
ingly evident after the city council meeting where 
the downtown resolution was discussed. Or not 
discussed, depending on your point of view. 

There was frustration from the committee— 
stated through questions, statements and general 
body language. They’re supposed to be the think 
tank’ of the city council, according to Bev 
Shackelford, the council liaison to the committee. 
They’re supposed to make recommendations. 

If that’s so, committee members asked, why are 
they not even discussed? Why can something as 
innocuous as a resolution to support downtown 


revitalization not even muster 
up a second for a vote? 

It’s a funding issue, was the 
reply. 

Never mind that the committee didn’t ask for 
funding, they merely wanted some recognition 
and a little affirmation. 

It’s a funding issue. We’re not asking for fund¬ 
ing. Back and forth. It was like watching some 
weird kind of verbal tennis match in which I did¬ 
n’t know the rules—or the point 

Finally the group asked the big question: how 
do we move forward? 

The answer to that is better communication 
and, since the council has made virtually no 
attempt to communicate with the group, it'll have 
to fall on the 2020 Committee to initiate and con¬ 
tinue that communication. 

It’s also clear that they need a new council liai¬ 
son. Shackleford just doesn’t get it I don’t know of 
anyone on the council now that would be any bet¬ 
ter, but I sat there listening to her respond to—I 
can’t say ‘answer’—questions and I had to clench 
my teeth. They’d ask a direction question and the 
next thing you know, they’d be talking about signs, 
gas stations and fire trucks.

Just call it the Magic 8 Ball tax 


About two years ago, I accompanied two friends 
to the largest psychic fair.in the country, on a lark 
One of my friends was told she would lose her 
job, and the other was told she would get married. 
The woman we paid $45 for what turned out to be 
fun told me that she had no idea what I did for a liv¬ 
ing, and added that I needed to watch my back 
Though the state was in fiscal disarray two years 
ago, I for one, could have never guessed that psy¬ 
chic readings would be one of several discretionary 
services that would be taxed to help save Michigan. 
In my opinion, this and the other services that will 
be taxed, will not help our situation much. 

Consider this: Psychics, like escort services, 
house sitters, pet sitters, and other services often 
operate under the radar They are going to be diffi¬ 
cult to tax because the under-the-table dollars are 
not easy for authorities to pin down. When you con¬ 
sider that golf— an easy to track service and avoca¬ 
tion that many of our legislators engage in — was 
left out of the new tax proposal, you have to wonder 
Is this really going to lift us out of the state the 
state finds itself in? 

It begs other questions, both at a national and 
state level. One of the biggest reasons municipal 
governments are in crisis is because of health care 


costs. But why is no one looking 
at the source of those costs? 

Why are drug companies 
allowed to charge $35 per pill 
for some medication, because it proves to L»e in 
demand? Why are doctors allowed to charge more 
for services if the patient is insured, than if he or 
she in uninsured? Why are doctors not required to 
publish somewhere in their offices all of their fees, 
so insurers aren’t getting lipped off simply because 
they have the assets to pay? 

The expected government shutdown, though it 
never materialized, put legislators in a place where 
they needed to find a solution quickly. Though they 
had seven months to iron out a deal, it’s clear they 
didn’t ask the questions they should have. Instead, 
they keep talking about the cost of benefits like 
insurance in partisan terms, such as reducing bene¬ 
fits for public school teachers and other govern¬ 
ment employees. 

If lawmakers went to the source, or encouraged 
someone else to look at where these costs originate, 
we’d be better off When they don’t, we get left with 
the bill.

Students at Edgemont Elementary 
School have set a new Guinness World 
Record. 

The Belleville school received notice 
recently that they set the record for ‘Most 
People Reading Aloud Simultaneously in 
Multiple Locations.’ Edgemont students 
were some of the 223,363 participants from 
all 50 states and 22 countries who read a 
passage from Charlotte’s Web by E.B. White. 

“We had hoped to break the record,” said 
Anita Norman, teacher and organizer of the 

students and the staff. It introduced this 
wonderful story to a new generation and 
reintroduced the story to fans who haven’t 
read it since childhood.” 

In Charlotte’s Web, a small pig named 
Wilbur finds that the most powerful force in 
the world is the bond of friendship. Wilbur, 
the runt of the litter, has a youthful manner 
that makes him seem naive to the other ani¬ 
mals in his new barn, but to Charlotte—the 
spider who lives in the rafters—he is a wel¬ 
come friend. Through this stoiy of friend¬ 
ship and kindness, the aim is to build 
awareness of the wonder and miracles 
often found in the simplest of things, 
according to officials. 

Everyone who participated in the event 
read a part from the classic tale at noon on 
Dec. 13,2006. Belleville Mayor Tom Fielder 
and Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor 
were on hand to serve as witnesses and sign 
a statement for the world reading record. 


Principal Karen Mida said finding out 
the news was an exciting way to start the 
school year 

“Good leadership, community involve¬ 
ment and getting the teachers and students 
on board got us this national recognition,” 
she said. “It’s always good to achieve a 
goal.” 

The previous record of the largest num¬ 
ber of people reading the same piece of lit¬ 
erature aloud, simultaneously and in multi¬ 
ple locations, was 155,528 students from 737 
schools throughout the United Kingdom. 
They read the poem, Daffodils, by William 
Wordsworth on March 19,2004. according to

This 
record brought together young readers from 
every state and from many other countries 
in a shared educational experience.”
